"The tirent heurt of India is abso- 
lutely loyal to the Empire. There are 
snme with private grudges, who are 
trying to stir up trouble, but we have 
some of those even in Canada," Mur- 
ray Brooks said In the course of his 
address in the financial Campaign 
Luncheon, held in Struthcona Hall at 
1 p.m., yesterday, Mr. Brooks is the 
! McGllI representative in Ceylon, sup- 
I ported by the College Y. M. C. A. He 
has been in Ceylon for the last six 
years, and Is now home on a year's 
furlough. 

After the luncheon, H . H. Morgan, 
chairman of the Financial Campaign, 
referred briefly to the purpose of the 
gathering, after which Mr. K. A. 
Corbett outlined the plan of the cam- 
paign. 

The chairman then Introduced the 
speaker. Mr. ltrooks, who spoke of the 
work being done by the Y . M. C. A. 
In India for the Indian troops. Where- 
as before the war there was 
only one secretary In the Army De- 
partment In India, now there are over 
one hundred. The first secretaries 
from any countries to he allowed to 
work In France during the present war 
were those who came from the far- 
away Indian Empire. Lord Kitchener 
Only pave his consent for them to 
land at Marseilles at the urgent re- 
quest of the Commanding Officers, 
who had seen their work on the voy- 
age from Bombay. The first twelve 
who rame had the usual equipment of 
gramophones, moving-picture ma- 
chines, soccer footballs, and a lurge 
supply of paper and envelopes. Hut 
the Sepoys being only 5 per cent, able 
to write, one of the chief duties of 
the secretaries was to write letters 
from early morning till closing time 
to the dictation of these fighting Sikhs 
and Moslems. Then at the request of 
the Ueut.-Governor of the Punjab, 
letter-reading and writing bureaus 
bail also to be established in India, so 
the parents and friends of these men 
could not only read their letters, but 
could send replies. And so the As- 
sociation has been a long link bind- 
ing together the Sepoys in France 
with the home folks In all parts of In- 
dia. 

When the Indian troops were with- 
drawn from France, and sent to Meso- 
potamia, and Bast Africa , the Y. M. 
C. A. at once followed. Fifty secretar- 
ies are now working in the site of the 
Garden of Eden, where the tempera- 
ture has been over 130 degrees this

was inevitable. The conversation 
made a profound Impression upon King 
Albert It Is evident that at least%iine 
months before the war Germany was 
anxious to sound King Albert as tu 
the attitude which Belgium would take 
in the event of a German proposal to 
Invade Belgian territory, at the same 
time seeking to impress him with the 
strength of the German a my and the 
uselessness of opposition on the part 
of his subjects. 

Dr. Colby touched upon the rela- 
tions of Britain with Helgium, men- 
tioning especially the documents which 
were found In the Uelglan archives by 
the Germans, ami of which they made 
so much stock. These represented, Dr. 
Colby believed, simply familiar con- 
versations between the military au- 
thorities of the t wo countries, brought 
about by the fuel that the Hermans 
were cnguKcd in building strategic 
railways with double trarks. anil large 
sidings right mp to the Belgian boun- 
dary, and were also erecting large 
barracks at convenient points. 

The "Infamous" Herman proposal to 
Britain that She betray France by let- 
ting Gerestny take nil her colonies, 
was bracketed by Dr. Colby with the 
German proposal to Belgium that she 

should yield up her conntrj as a high- 
way to France, in order to show the 
compléta degradation of Oerman mor- 
al standards. "As a result." he said, 
"no one of any intelligence will be- 
lieve henceforth any statement which 

may be esMe, however solemnly, by 
the HohensoDern Government."

Second Years in the classes of Arts, 
Science and Medicine on the part of 
the students in those classes; and 

"WHEREAS the members of the 
Second Year, ulthough the aggressors 
In this movement, adopted this policy 
becuuae of earlier activities of mem- 
bers of the Freshmen year, and be- 
cuuse Information had been received 
to the effect that the -members of the 
Freshmen year were to carry out a 
similar movement twenty-four hours 
after the movement In question was 
commenced; und 

"WHEREAS the destruction of the 
property in question constitutes a 
violation of property rights; and 

"WHEREAS the absence from lec- 
tures and on the scale which was 
present In this case and under the 
circumstances in question constitutes 
an attack on the discipline of the Uni- 
versity; and 

"WHEREAS although the mem- 
bers of the Second Year were primar- 
ily responsible, nevertheless the policy 
and actions of the First Year to the 
degree to which they had been enr- 
ried out or made known constituting 
an attributory cause of this offence; 
and 

"WHEREAS the members of the 
Second Year, upon receiving the re 
cimmcudation of the Council' to the 
effect that hostilities be discontinued, 
acted promptly on that recommenda- 
tion, and In u manner which Indicat- 
ed their desire to conduct themselves 
In a way which seemed according to 
the more mature opinion of the stu 
dent body to he Inclined to snfeguard 
the best Interests of the University, 
nnd 

"WHEREAS the Students' Council 
is the only recognized medium between 
the student body and the corporation 
of the University; and 

"WHEREAS the right of the Stu- 
dents' Council to make recommenda- 
tions to the 'Committee on Morals and 
Discipline has been recognized in the 
case of past offences by a member or 
members of the student body. 

"WHEREAS the Students' Council 
was appealed to by the University of- 
ficers to use their authority to have 
the conditions complained of prompt- 
ly brought to an end. 
"BE IT RESOLVED: - 
"THAT the Students' Council de- 
clare that in their opinion the mem- 
bers of the Second Year were at fault 
In damaging property, and In causing

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ABOUT THE ANNUAL. 

The following few words of what we hope will prove helpful ad- 
• vice are prompted by the announcement that the members of the 1918 
Annual Board will hold their first meeting to-night in the Koyal 
Victoria College. 

The Annual has rightly come to be looked upon as one of the 
biggest things in the Junior Year of a college student. It is the in- 
corporation in one volume of all the wise and foolish things that 
have marked the career of the University man in the first three years 
of his academic life. It serves as a record of his activities while at 
McGill, and preserves in a permanent form a short biographical 
sketch of his fellow students as well as accounts of the more prom- 
inent events connected with his terra in the University. It tells him 
things about other men in the same community which possibly he 
never knew, and often in looking through the pages of his Annual he 
exclaims with surprise, "Why, I never knew that that fellow was in 
my year!" 

The idea behind the Annual is an excellent one, and the 'book 
itself is one that should be encouraged and receive the support of 
every student in the year which it represents. Conditions, however, 
are somewhat different the past two years, with the result that any 
venture involving any expenditure of a comparatively large sum of 
money should be very carefully considered from every possible angle 
before a course of action is decided upon. This statement, of course, 
holds true at all times, but the results are apt to be brought home in 
a more serious manner under present conditions than would be the 
ease in normal years. The financial end of the question is naturally 
the one which should come in for }he most careful scrutiny. With 
the rapid advance in the price of paper and other materials used in 
the printing of such a volume it will be difficult to produce the An- 
nual at a price which will be within the pocket of the majority in the 
year. This, of course, rests with the Business Board, as it is upon the 
members of that Roard that the work of raising the necessary funds 
must fall. 

The Editorial Board will have in its own way as much and as 
important work to do. There is always the routine matter of per- 
sonal sketches, which is the main idea behind the Annual, but these 
will not by any means cover enough pages to make a really present- 
able volume, and it is in the filling of the remainder that the great- 
est difficulty will arise. The question of individual contribution of 
literary matter has been brought up in former years, hut it has been 
hard to get material of a sufficiently high standard as well as enough 
of the class which reaches that standard. 

A quandary in which practically every Annual Board has found 
itself is u lack of time coming up to the end of the term. It is ab- 
solutely necessary to start work at once, and to keep "one's nose to 
the grinding stone," if the book is to he on sale in time to dispose of 
the majority of the copies before the students leavo college for the 
summer vacation. 

It may seem from the above remarks, that we arc against the 
production of the Annual this year. If it is possible for the Annual 
to be anywhere near a financial and literary success, then the project 
has our undivided and hearty support, and any assistance that, Mc- 
Gill Daily can lend to that success will be only too gladly given.

The McGill University School of 
Physical Education will re-open to- 
day with an entirely now arrange- 
ment of the curriculum. 

The following courses are offered: 

I. Physical Education: to train 
phjsical Instructors, 

This Is the first session a full year 
course In physical education has been 
offered. Hitherto the curriculum has 
extended over three short sessions, 
in consecutive years. This change 
bus not only Improved the organiza- 
tion, but the work In every direction 
will be strengthened. The committee 
adds that this development is mostly 
due to the co-operation of the Mont- 
real Amateur Athletic Association, 
whereby the school is able to avail 
Itself of the excellent accommodation 
of the M. A. A. A. during certain re- 
stricted periods, 

The Diploma of Course 1, Is recog- 
nized by the Protestant Board of 
School Commissioners of Montreal as 
qualifying for the salary of special- 
ist in the public schools. 

Massage Course. 

II. Massage and Medical Gymnas- 
tics: for hospital and private work. 

Course II.— Offered the session of 
1914-15 for the first time— Is Intend- 
ed to meet the growing demand for 
experts In this important branch of 
physical work. The knowledge of 
inussuge and remedial gymnastics is 
more and more recognized as neces- 
sary in medical and educational prac- 
tice. 

For the proper treatment of many 
diseases and deformities the ser- 
vices of a masseuse or gymnast are 
often required, the work being In- 
variably done under medicul super- 
vision. 

The course will be of special value 
to graduate nurses who wish to ob- 
tain additional qualifications, and to 
those enguged In physical education. 

The treatment of postural and other 
defects of school children cannot be 
effectively carried out In large gym- 
nastic classes, but should be supplied 
by experts who can give Individual 
attention to such cases. 

Lilt of Subjects. 

The subjects given are: Courses I. 
and II.: Anatomy (general and ap- 
plied), physiology, physiology of ex- 
ercise, hygiene (personul, school and 
public), theory of movement, anthro- 
pometry, physical diagnosis, first aid, 
heredity and evolution. Course t. 
only: Educational gymnastics, games, 
dancing and folk dancing, class man* 
agement and teaching, remedial gym- 
nastics, history of physical education, 
cducutlonal psychology, psychology of 
play Courso II, only: Theory and 
practice of massage and medical gym- 
nastics, demonstrations: mechano- 
therapy, photo-therapy, elementary 
educational gymnastics. 

The work of the school Is carried on 
In the Hoynl Victoria College, the 
Montreal Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion Building, and the Montreal Gen- 
eral Hospital. Arrangements have 
also been made whereby students will 
attend the Khaki Convalescent Home, 
nnd assist in the treatment of In- 
valided soldiers. The entrance re- 
quirements are a High School leaving 
or matriculation certificate, the Mo- 
del diploma or an equivalent approv- 
ed by the committee. Partial stu- 
dents may take one or more subjects 
with the approval of the committee. 
The opening class will be held In the 
Koyal Victoria College on Tuesday, 
October 81, 4 p.m. Already sixteen 
new students have registered. In- 
formation can be obtained from Miss 
Oughtred, secretary, School of Physi- 
cal Education, R.V.C., or Miss K. M.

The Royal Military College of 
Canada. 



THERE are few national institutions 
of more value ami interest to the 
country than the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding this, 
its object and the work it I» accomplish- 
ing are not sufficiently understood by the 
general public.

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics, Civil Engineering, 
Surveying, I'hyaics, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College Is one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, nnd In addition, the 
constant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
health and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions In all branches nf the Im- 
perial service and Canadian Permanent 
Force are offered annually. 

The diploma nf graduation Is consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Latin" Rurvevor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
and by the Regulation* nf the Law So- 
ciety of Ontario, it obt.-uns the same ex- 
emotions as s D A. degree. 

The length of the course Is three years 
In three terms of 9H months each.

to, even before the tobacco plant leaves the hot-bed. 

Early in June, the plants art ready to be trsnsfered to the field. A special 
machine, shown above , operated by two men, seated low down, mikes holes In each 
hillock, places therein the delicate plants, presses earth gently round the roots, waters 
them snd banks earth around them better sad quicker than if dune by human I 



The young plant, planted In atarilirad s»1, consisting -of the most unctuous native 
earth, enriched with hard-wood ashes and other fsrtilliers, la no* ready for Its second 
growth and development. All plantera in the Province do not follow this aclen'ISe avatsni 
of culture, but those who do art well repaid for their trouble, as sttst tf their output Is 
bought by as st a premium and toss In the «

"THAT the Students' Council re- 
commend to the Committee on Morals 
and Discipline that all of the members 
of the Second Year in the classes 
of Arts, Science, and Medicine, 
be punished by being assessed for the 
actual amount of damage caused to 
property, Hnd by the credit for one- 
sixteenth of the total number of 
courses affected being subtracted from 
the total number of credits allowed 
to each student at the close of the 
year In ench of the courses from the 
lecture of which he was absent on the 
day In question; and 

"THAT the members of the first 
year be punished by one-twenty- 
fourth of the number of lectures in 
each of the lecture courses affected 
being subtracted from the total num- 
ber of attendance credits allowed to 
thnt student throughout the lecture 
course." 

The Council also moved In the mat- 
ter of the proposed new University 
siege battery as follows: 

Resolved, that the date now being 
mooted for the organization of the 
proposed depot siege battery Is too 
far distant to expect a large number 
of present enlistments to take place 
at that future date; thnt present cir- 
cumstances are not such as to justi- 
fy application for authorisation; that 
the Immediate establishment of a 
training course In artillery In conjunc- 
tion with the C.O-T.C would result 
In popularisation of this branch of the 
service among McOlll men. and would 
be Inclined to Increase the probabili- 
ties of the hope for the raising of 
such a battery being realized; and 
that the reservation of a number of 
commission» for students, immediate 
graduates or professors would have 
the effect of enlisting the warmer sup- 
port of the members of the present 
Student body. 

The second open meeting of the 
Council resulted In the nppearance of 
no member of the outside student body 
being In attendance.

t iu ns against Christians, that they 
have seen many sights In Europe 
which reflect anything but credit on 
the Christian religion, these things 
will make new difficulties. It will be 
harder than ever to persuade them 
that every white man is not a Chris- 
tian. The whltu man's Influence In 
India and Ceylon is not always good. 
One missionary hus said, "there is on- 
ly one roal problem In Missions, and 
that Is the problem of the white man." 

But In spite of all problems, the re- 
ligion of Christ Is making progress. 
Hindus and Mohnminedans are en- 
deavoring to stretch their old Worn- 
nut systems to hold the new anil vital 
truths of Christ, anil It Is a caso of 
"new wine in old bottles." 

"The great heart of India la abso- 
lutely loyal to the Empire," said Mr. 
Brookes. There are some with private 
grudges who are trying to stir up 
troulile, but we have some of those 
even In Canada. As Illustrating the 
spirit of India In the present war Mr. 
Brooks read the following extract from 
a letter recently received from a Cey- 
lonese student: 

"Two days ago we had news that 
our fellows at the front have been 
recommended for some distinction. R. 
Aluwlhnrn, Hnlangodo und Rudra. Hal- 
angoda carried munitions across No 
Man's I^nnd when his company were 
advancing Into a new position; some 
five or six men who went with him I 
were killed, but Halangoda escaped | 
with a wound. A spoon he enrried in 
his haversack turned the bullet or 
piece of steel, nnd It passed through 
■ safe part of his body. Rudra was In 
some of the hardest fighting, and so i 
wns Aluwlharn. Aluwlhara kept on 
working his machine gun after his 
seeond wound: the third one put him 
out of nctlon, and he managed to 
crawl back to a dressing station. 

"Poor Frnnk Drleberg was, killed In 
thin nctlon: that wan the saddest news 
we have had at College: a young life 
cut off In Its glory; Frank was a 
great friend of many of us, and we 
never felt the tragedy of this war so 
acutely as when we heard this snd 
news. He has also been recommend- 
ed for distinction, and his parents 
will doubtless receive the decoration, 
whatever It Is. 

"The Urtebergs have taken the blow 
with great courage; they do not regret 
that they sent Frank to the front."

IS KILLED IN ACTION 

Arts and Law Graduate on Losing 
Rank Re-Enlisted in the Ranks 
of Canadians. , 



LIEUT. COIN COOPER 
SUY WOUNDED 

Science Graduate, Assistant to 
Dr. Bancroft, Was With the 
Royal Engineers. 
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An event of unusual interest at the 
R.V.C. is the annual lecture of the 
Delta Sigma Suciety to be given on 
Wednesday, November 1, at 3.30, by 
Dr. Catherine 11. Travis, of Arts '95. 

In comiug back to Mctlill to address 
a society of which she was once a 
member, Dr. Truvis makes to present 
students the appeal of old association 
enriched by a wealth of later experi- 
ence. 

Miss Travis came to McGlll In pre- 
Royal Victoria days, from the High 
School of St. John, N.B. (not the 
Montreal High School, as a recent 
press notice had it), and quickly made 
a reputation as a student. Those 
were the days when the late Dean 
Johnson offered a stiff course in Hon- 
ours in Mathematics in the First and 
Second Years. Catherine Travis be- 
came one of his noted students. In 
her third year she deserted Mathe- 
matics for Philosophy, in which she 
distanced all competitors, graduating 
with first rank honours and the 
l 'rince of Wales' gold medal. After 
graduation Miss Truvis was for u 
short time on the staff of Trafalgar 
Institute, but soon left the teaching 
profession to follow the study of 
medicine. 

At Johns Hopkins University Miss 
Travis again made a brilliant record, 
and on receiving her M.D., high In 
her clnss, was appointed to a hospi- 
tal position In Hoston. After some 
two years of this experience she set- 
tled in New Britain, Conn., ns prac- 
tising physician and pathologist of the 
local hospital. Her success and popu- i 
larlty there are evidenced by the fact 
that she, the one woman doctor of the 
town, was for some time president, 
by election, of the Medical Society. 

In the summer of 1915. Dr. Travis, 
III response to the cry of need from 
Serbia, went over to that distressed I 
country, with the aim of trying to I 
save some of its apparently doomed 
babies, The work of stemming In- | 
fant mortality was later exchanged 
for that of caring for wounded sol- 
diers, and then all such good work 
was Interrupted hy the heavy hand of 
the enemy. 

It is of this latest and most thrill- 
ing chapter of her experience that 
Dr. Travis will speak. There can be 
no question that the ocensinn will be 
one to draw a large audience. 
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News received In Montreal from a 
private source In England states thut 
Lieut. Corin Henry Benedict Cooper, 
Scl. '12, serving with the Royal En- 
gineers in France, has been seriously 
wounded .and Is now in hospital. Lieut. 
Cooper is the son of Rev. Sydney 
Cooper, rector of Heyford, Oxford- 
shire, England, and after taking his 
degree in Science in 1912. was engag- 
ed us assistant to Dr. J. Austen Ban- 
croft, of the Department of Mining, on 
his work on the Mount Royal Tunnel, 
in 1913 Lieut. Cooper took his M.Sc. 
degree In Mining, and spent the sum- 
mer of 1914 on Geological Survey 
work In the West. When war broke 
out, he Immediately volunteered his 
services to the Home Government, nnd 
received a commission in the 15th Bat? 
talion of the Liverpool Regiment, in 
which Capt. Bertram St. G. French, 
Arts '12 (since killed in action), ulso 
held a commission. After some months 
service Lieut. C»>oper was transferred 
to the 178th Company, Royal Engin- 
eers, with which he has since been 
connected, in conversation with Mc- 
Gill Daily last night, Dr. Bancroft 
spoke of Lieut. Cooper ns a most prom- 
ising young man. Hopes are held out 
that he will recover from his wounds. 

THE PRINCESS. . 

Al. Jolson, billed as General Hilar- 
ity's general aide-de-cmnp, certainly 
has enough rapid fire Jokes nnd big 
gun song hits to capture the strong- 
est trenches of gloom into which the 
most dyed-in-the-wool pessimist might 
dig himself. The story of Robinson 
Crusoe as a vehicle for a musical 
company deserve abundant praise. The 
the introduction of pleasing songs and 
a general musical progrumme. 

It Is hard to pick out any one per- 
former at last night's entertainment, 
as better than the next. While the 
show is built «round AI. Jolson, in 
his character of Good Friday, yet the 
chorus and other members of the 
company ileser evalmnd.'int praise, The 
scenery Is very elaborate, the cos- 
tumes can only be fittingly described 
as gorgeous, while the songs are ones 
new to Montreal audiences. The 
members of the company did some 
difficult, and at the same time very 
comical turns on a trapeze. In fact, 
most of those making up the enst 
seem to be acrobats as well as actors. 

Jolson stepped nut of his part last 
night In the second scene of the sec- 
ond net, and proceeded tn entertnln 
the audience In his own inimitable 
manner. He sung songs old and new, 
Interpreted "You're a Dangerous 
Girl" In a way all his own. nnd gave 
an excellent whistling Interpretation 
of the mocking bird. Those present 
certainly appreciated this move, and 
applauded him heartily. 

Altogether it Is well worth while to 
see the show this week at the Prin- 
cess. It would hardly be fair to pass 
over the excellent musical accompani- 
ments rendered by the orchestra, 
which helped to a large degree to the 
success of the performance. 



A gallant soldier fell when Lance- 
Corporul William Roy Hastings. Arts 
'OS. Law '11. serving with a Western 
battalion, was kill .1 in action on Oc- 
tober » last. News of the death of 
Lance-Corporal Hustings has been re- 
ceived in the city. The deceased, who 
was tlie elder son of the late William 
A. Hastings, general manager of the 
Luke of the Woods Milling Company, 
and Mrs. Hastings, Redpath St., Joined 
the McGill C.O.T.C. at the o.itbreak 
of the war, afterwards enlisting in a 
local Highland regiment. In his 
eagerness to get to the front he trans- 
I ferred to a battalion which went over- 
seas eighteen months ago, and attain - 
: ed his captaincy while on active ser- 
I vice. Unfortunately trouble arose 
which resulted in his losing his com- 
mission. However, he gallantly re- 
enlisted as a private in a western regi- 
ment and was steadily winning pro- 
motion again, and, It is understood, 
that, Just prior to his death, he had 
been promised the restoration of his 
commission. 

Mr. Hastings, who was horn in 1887. 
was a lawyer by profession. He grad- 
uated In Arts in 1908, and completed 
his law course in 1911, being gold med- 
alist. After a year of further study 
in France he accepted a Junior part- 
nership In the firm of Fleet, Falconer, 
Phelan und Bovey, and was associat- 
ed with this firm until he began his 
military training. 

His brother. Captain J. O. Hastings, 
of the 13th Battalion, was wounded 
early In June, and is at present at 
home on sick leave. 
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I highest attention being paid to mlll- 
Itnry cartography. The alternative 
'routes for attacks upon France nnd 
1 Russia had been gone over lncessant- 
I ly for more than forty years after the 
trenty of Frankfurt. The reason for 
Belgium's entrnnce Into the Germun 
scheme of the war was through the 
favourable nature of the route to 
Frnnce upon which It lies. By follow- 
ing the valley of the Meuse towards 
Its source from Liege, one reaches Nu- 
mur. where the Sambre unites with 
the Meuse, and following the Sambre 
from Namur one marches toward the 
heart of France at Paris. The advan- 
tage of this route lies In the fact thut 
It leads into the flat country of 
Northern France, where defence Is dif- 
ficult, and where In 1914 the French 
had mode no preparations towards 
this end on account of the guaran- 
teed neutrality of Belgium. Turning 
to the German Invasion, a movement 
which Dr. Colby termed "u great buc- 
caneering raid," he showed how speed 
was the strong card of the Germans, 
and how they employed butchery and 
savagery in order to secure rapidity 
of advance. 

The defence of Liege caused a set- 
back to the German plan of cam- 
paign through the stubborn resist,! m-i- 
of the garrison, and produced a moral 
effect which could not have been lost. 
The attack on these forts also show- 
ed that In the howitzers which had 
been cast In Austria the 'iermans hud 
s formidable weapon which was well 
calculated to destroy all fortifications 
which the Belgians and the French 
had erected on their boundaries. This 
advantage the French nnd their al- 
lies hnve since overcome. T>r. Colby 
closed his lecture with a short ac- 
count of the unexpected fall of Na- 
mur "among the t-reatest tragedies 
whlrh marked the moYith of German 
triumph."
